the Popular Standard- Bearer. 

Walter Q.-Gresham is growing steadily 
and his managers are more confident than 
ever that they have the dest side of the case, 


1 and will fight for a decision which they hope 


will be rendered as the caim judgmefit of the 
Republican delegates, Sunday it locked 
blue, but yesterday the contest forced the 
conclusion that Depew and Gresham will be 
the leading contestants for the fionor, and 
when that issue is reached the good sense of 
the delegates is. expected. to decide on the 
Western leader. e statement that Gen. 
Grant, had be lived. would also have sup- 
ported Gresham, has had ita good effect, and 
for the med jurist and gallant 
soldier whom his father deemed one of 
his bravest officers. ‘‘ Gresham is the best 
man for President, was one of Grant's last 
remarks, and there is more in this declara- 
tion of the dying President than all the pro- 
tection arguments that can be 
holding the claims of the candidate of the 
West. Grant was u protectionist he 
knew Gresham’s views and he regarded 

us the most available man to nominate. Col. 
Fred Grant says 80, and be called on Judge 
Gresham yesterday und announced his pref- 
erence. A large number of other prominent 
Republicans throughout the country also 
visited the Circuit Court room, and 
this growing interest in Gresham has en- 
couraged those who desire that he shall head 
the party and lead it to victory. 

Among those gentlemen who paid their re- 
spects to the Judge was Gen. James Harrison 
Wilson, who ed all the Western 
cavalry, crushed 's left flank at Nash- 
ville, toox Selina, Montgomery, Columbus, 
and, Macon, and captured Jeff Davis and the 
Confederate Cabinet, and who subsequently 
made the plans for the great waterway from 
Chicago to the IIlinois river.

Depew ana Alger each had a small boom 
among some of the Southern delégates yes- 
terday, and at one time it lopked as though 
that between them they would sap the foun- 
dations of Senator Sherman's Southern con- 
tingent. Before the day was over, however, 
the Sherman forces had practically regained 
their old position, and their lines remained 
intact. The first sign of A4 break was ia the 
Sonth Carolina delegation... where there was 
a threatened revolt. against Sherman in favor 
of Alger. This was due to supposition 
that Gov. Alger was to get o the New 
York delegation, and the. who had 
not declared for Sherman booming 
the Michigan candidate. ame of Mr.

But Senator Sherman did get a bad setback 
in Louisiana. When that delegation met for 
organization it was attempted to tind ali the 
members to goas a unit for the candidate 
favored by a majority. Sherman was pretty 
certain of ten votes out of the sixteen, and it 
was a scheme to give bim the entire 
delegation. The proposition was made 
by F. B. 8. Pinchtack, a Sher- 
man man, but the. six delegates 
not for Sherman declined to be drawn into 
the trap. Ex-Gov. Warmoth was strongly 
opposed to such a program, and so was A. H. 
Hero, who is one ot .the strongest Gresham 
men in the South. Iwo of the six anti- 
Sherman meu are tiow openly for Judge 
Gresham and the other four are likely to be. 
They refused to be bound by the unit rule, 
and the Sherman scheme was a failure. 
After it was all over some of the Sherman 
men said they had opposed the scheme, but 
this was merely to explain away. the failure 
to take the. delegation . bodily to Sherman.

The Sherman men were unable to hoid their 
own in Tennessee. They have been claiming 
a majority of the delegation, but on a test 
vote yesterday they only showed up9 against 
15. This was on the contest between Hughes 
and Schade in the Seventh District. Hughes 
is the Sherman delegate. Brownlow, the Na- 
tional Committeeman from Tennessee, se- 
cured the recognition of Hughes by the com- 
mittee for the temporary organization, and 
when the delegation. met yesterday he in- 
sisted that Hughes should varticipate, but 
the anti-Sherman people would not have it. 
They demanded that.each should be given 
one-half a vote, and when a ballot was 
taken carried the ‘day by a vote of 15 to 9. 
They claim that nine votes is all Sherman 
will get out of the delegation unless Hughes 
is seated, which would give him ten out of 
the twenty-four. Aiger seems to have got a 
pretty firm grip on nme of the others, 
Gresham has two and four are undecided. 
If Judge Gresham’s vote increases after the 
first ballot most of the Alger vote willi go to 
him. This is the view taken by nearly all 
the anti-Sherman people, including most of 
those who are now for Alger. 

The Gresham boom seems to have taken 
deep root in West Virginia and Texas. His 
friends only counted on two votes in the West 
Virginia delegation until yesterday, but now 
they claim he will divide it about evenly witn 
Senator Sherman. One yote may be given 
to Blaine. In that event Gresham will have 
tive and Sherman six: Ten votes is the esti- 
mate put upon Judge Gresham’s strength in 
Texas by J. C. Biggar, editor of the leading 
Republican paper in we Lone Star State.

do at all. Both are rich and both more or 
less prominentiy connected with powerful 
corporations. Much less than that would be 
needed to have tne cry of boodle and monop- 
oly raised all over the gountry. ‘Phelps’ 
friends quickly saw that and as promptiy de- 
cided to head off the movement. To support 
Depew they must sacrifice their candidate, 
and they were not yet ready to do that. 
Hence it is that the New Jersey contingeni 
is not taking as favorably as it otherwise 
might to Mr. Depew’s canvass. All day yes- 
terday members of the delegation were work- 
ing among the New England delegations try- 
ing to counteract whatever inclination these 
various delegations felt toward the New 
Vork Central Railroad manager. 

It was exceedingly difficult to obtain éven 
an approximately fair and accurate exposi- 
tion of the true feeling of these various dele- 
gations yesterday. Consequently just how 
far successful Mr. Pheips’ adherents have 
been is only little better than speculation. 

Few, if any, delegates attempt to deny Mr. 
Depew’s great popularity In the Hast; few 
also question his ability to carry New York 
and Connecticut. All this. is quite readily 
admitted. The ever-present and constantly- 
recurring objection, however, is the doubt, 


and West may fail to vast their votes for Mr. 
Depew. The granger antipathy to railroad 
interests appears insurmountable, and in 
such States as Iowa. Nebraska, Kansas, and 
Minnesota Depew's name is mentioned in the 
same breath with that of railroad magnate, 
monopolist, baron, etc. 

“Now, then,” say the delegates of these 
States, we'll do our best to give Mr.

Among the Northwestern States Depew’s 
name is received with much caution. anda 
certain degree of hesitancy not unmixed 
witha feeting of helples ness. Wisconsin 
says in a half-lukewarm way: “ Yes, we 
think we can give Depew the State, but we'd 
rather have another man.” Nebraska adds: 
‘* Possibly we can give a Presidential plural. 
ity, but we jeopardize our local tickets and 
place in extreme peril our Legislature, and 
consequently our United States Senator.” 
Iowa foilows in much the same strain. Said 
Delegate Charies J. Green of Omaha: “If 
Mr. Depew is the nominee we can give him 
the State. But it must be remem- 
bered that we are now having a big 
contest — railroad question. The peo- 
ple are bi\terly hostile to railroads; and we 
received a sufficient lesson in wat tine when 
Church Howe was defeated for ‘Congress by 
6,000 majority in a district which ordinarily 
rolied in 8,000 Republican majority, and all 
because Howe was the attorney of a railroad 
corporation. However, it would hardly do 
for Nebraska to dictate what shall or shall 
not be done. Things have not crystallized 
yet. Until the big States—those/ that have 
the controlling influence—decide what to do 
in this matter it would hardly do for us to 
suggest a line of action.” 

The prevailing sentiment of Wisconsin is 
much wee same. Henry C. Payne, James 
O'Neill, and one or two others, while not en- 
thusiastic over Depew, yet take quite kindly 
to his name. Not so with Hiram O. ¥air- 
child or Henry C. Adams, two delegates- 
at-large, and W. E. Carter. “It will 
make it exceedingly. hard for us to 
carry the State,” remarked Mr. Adams 
yesterday, if Depew is selected. I will not 
say we can’t carry the State, I would not ad- 
mit that we could not carry it with any Re- 
publican, but to do so I am afraid we shall 
have to sacrifice much in our local contests, 
and not a little in the Congressional.” —

If he did 
not entertain the views I have expressed on 
the tariff question I would not be for him.“

Emperor Frederick was able while his sol- 
diers were encamped at Versailles to win the 
grateful attachment of the French people. 
He did not subject the non-militant to the 
rigors of martial law beyond the limit made 
unavoidable by the prudence of the tempo- 
rary possession of French soil while terms of 
peace were being arranged. Difficult as it 
bas been for the French people unreservedly 
to acknowledge any debt to the Prussian 
reigning house, the sympathy and silent re- 
spect which the French press manifested for 
the late Emperor during his illness and the 
clearly unfeigned expressions of sorrow over 
his death indicate that the humane and gen- 
tle disposition of one of the first soldiers of 
the age had touched to the depths the friend- 
ship of the entire French people. The in- 
tensity of that friendship on the one side 
and the generous and soble disposition of 
the Kaiser om the other would inevitably 
have swept away in time the mutual misun- 
derstanding between France and Germany. 

One of the consolatory incidents of the 
final days of Frederick was his manly ac- 
knowledgment of French courtesy. He is 
credibly reported as saying: It gives me 
fresh faith in human nature to find how the 
French forget the evil I had to do to them 
and only remember the things that were 
good. Their present state of feeling makes 
me hate war more than I ever did in my 
hfe.” The heroism which Unser Fritz dis- 
played on battlefields, wrich he exhibited 
under the still more trying circumstances of 
an ijjness excruciating as well as hopeless— 
for it is now frankly admitted to have been 
hereditary cancer—would have developed, 
had he been spared; that reciprocal good-will 
which would bless him that gave and them 
who received.
